ered today, Coroner-W. E. Camp- 
bell and police re-opened their in- 
vestigation into the death of Gran- 
ville Robbins, 75, who died at a lo- 
cal hospital Tuesday night after 
being brought from his room at 804 
Chandler St., suffering from phos- 
phorus poisoning. 


Working on the theory that re- 


ports of large sums of money pos- 
sessed by the aged man, may have 
prompted a deliberate attempt at 
poisoning, 
the 
coroner 
began a 


rigid inquiry into the events preced- 
ing the bringing of the man to the 
hospital. 


The jforemost clew is the state- 


ment Robbins is said to have made 
to Geore Binder, who found him 
serai-conscious -on hu bed, vomit- 
ing and 
exhaling 
the 
fumes of 


phosphorus. 


"They put it in while they were 


here," the old man gasped to Binder 
as he entered the room, Binder told 
a representative of the coroner to- 
day. 
He said that he had bought 


the ice cream at a store near his 
rooming house. 


A number of men were heard en- 


tering the. room and talking with 
Robbins, Binder, who rooms in an 
adjacent ' room, 
declared. 
They 


climbed up a rear stairway and left 
in the same way, known only'to the 
dead man. 


In a statement .alleged to have 


beeaonade iy-Eobbins^oa bia-death- 
bed, he declared that/'He wa»-. the 
victim of aJplot-to "get him because 
he squealed." 


'That'Robbins had'large' sums of 


money was the gossip of .the West 
Side. He often' boasted that he had 
Jl'S.OO1 buried; neighbors--said, anc 
described 
trips - during 
which he 


buried and reburied his hoard. 


Robbins was scheduled to be 


buried today. 
No post-mortem or 


inquest has been held,-but-the case 
will be re-opened if further -devel- 
opments warrant. Coroner Camp- 
bell said.

signed by Dr. J. C. Summers states 
that Robbins came 
to 
his death 


through atrophy of the livor, but 
physicians say that phosphorus ex- 
erts its chief effect on the liver. 


While persons who were, with 


Robbins before he was taken to the 
hospital are being sought, as, a re- 
sult of Robbins' statement to Bin- 
der, every move of the dead man 
during the week will be checked up, 
officials declare. 


A reference to the coming death

Improving Roadsides

K do not line our highways with grave 
stones, as men lined the Street of the 
Tombs-outside ancient Athens; nor as 


they lined for miles the historic Appian Way, 
\Ve' have not the shrines and crosses such as 
once wore so commonly raised by the highways 
of the Old World. 
But wayside memorials are 


wholly proper to our civilization. 


Fairiield, Connecticut, has converted into a 


bulletin board its ancient whipping post on the 
green. 
At White Plains, New York, has been 


kept a fragment of the earthworks built by 
American troofw when Washington concentrated 
his fo.xes in the neighborhood. 
The spot is 


marked by a ruggedly-fashioned granite block 
bearing a bronze tablet and surmounted by a 
primitive mortar. The text of the tablet reads: 
•'This mortar and this remnant of the revolu- 
tionary entrenchments of October, 17TG, mark 
the final stand by General Washington at the 
end of his long retreat, the abandonment by 
General Howe of his purpose to capture the 
American Army, and the revival of the hopes 
for national independence." 


The course of the post road between Boston 


and New York is marked with rather excep- 
tionally frequent memorials of other days. One 
of the'most pleasing and interesting of these is 
the Nathan Hale fountain at Norwalk, Connec- 
ticut. It was from Norwalk that Hale crossed 
to Lon~ Island on his perilous mission as a spy. 
In the memorial, placed by the Norwalk chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion a stone trough for horses is backed by a 
plain stone shaft terminating in graceful anthe- 
inia 
The pennies of school pupils were given 


for the making of this tablet to celebrate a 
teacher who wrote of his school keeping: ^.'1 
have thought much of never quitting it but with 
1'fe but at present there seems an opportunity 
of more extended public service."

Tru.*t and the Railroad Trust 
dining at the White House and respec- 
tively hearing the President's plan to re- 
duce'the hours of labor in the steel in- 
dustry and to lower freight rates. 


To what extent the government is to 


be conducted by appealing to the hearts 
of the trusts through the stomachs of 
their representatives is not yet known, 
but it is suggested here that the plan off- 
ers unlimited opportunities. Perhaps the 
Oil Trust under the stimulus of a proper 
menu can be induced to relinquish its 
grab of the Naval Oil Reserves, or the 
Lumber Trust give up its designs upon 
the National forestry, or the Coal Trust 
upon the coal lands of the government.

is clear they are obliged to ask for higher rates 
because the traffic cannot stand it, therefore 
they find themselves between the';horns of gov- 
ernment control and bankruptcy, and he added: 


"And this situation has largely arisen be- 


cause the railroads have been dominated by 
men who knew how to manipulate stocks and 
bonds, rather than by men who knew how to 
carry on the service of transportation on the 
basis of a maximum of load for a minimum of 
energy." 


Mr. Lauck also said: "We acknowledge that 


labor costs of the operation 'of railroads is ex- 
cessive," but proved that this was due "to the 
delinquencies of railway management and pol- 
icy, and not to unreasonable wages, working 
standards, or inefficiencies of railway employ- 
es." 
He asserted that the facilities of rail- 


roads are acknowledged even by. railroad offi- 
cials "to be a generation behind the commer- 
cial and industrial requirements of the nation." 
Mr. Lauck submitted a table which showed 
that in eight years, from 1911 to 1918, the de- 
preciation fund of the railroads was $2,165,500,- 
000 less than it should have been under any 
sound ^nancial policy, and stated that if -this 
money had been set aside and expended proper- 
ly "an annual saving of approximately eight 
hundred million dollars in the operating: ex- 
penses of the railroad,?'would have been effect- 
ed." He also called attention to the fact that 
"the control of railroads, manufacturing -and 
mining finance and credit center^ Is in a small 
group of New York banker* and financiers of 
which the banking house of J. P.. Morgan &

Progress in Preventive 


Medicine 


(Rockefeller Foundation Publicity) 


The prevention of disease, President Vincent 


declares, is steadily tending to become the 
goal of the medical profession, although there 
has been and still is a tendency on the part 
of the average physician to look through the 
microscope of cure rather than through the 
telescope of prevention. 
The leaders of the 


medical profession have not generally taken 
the myopic view. They have on the contrary 
been the very prophets of preventive medicine, 
and they are increasingly regarding experience 
with individuals as'a means of protecting the 
community against it. 
The application, 
by 


tnen of imagination and organizing ability, of 
the scientific knowledge of the origin, spread, 
and prevention of discease has been \ boon to 
mankind. 


But, it is too early to feel complacent 
Only 


a beginning has been made. 
Many diseases 


still baffle the health authorities. 
Whole re- 


gions have been almost untouched. Even the 
most advanced communities fall far short of 
what might be attained. 
The average indi- 


vidual remains relatively ignorant and negli- 
gent of sanitary science and of personal hy- 
giene. Almost all physicians are still too ex- 
clusively concerned with the individual 'aspect 
of disease. 


Stages in the progress of preventive medi- 


cine are distinguishable. First comes control 
of the physical environment through pure wa- 
ter, milk, and food supplies, adequate sewer- 
age -and refuse disposal 
systems, 
improved 


housing, heating and ventilation. Then follows 
control of diseases other than those whose 
causes are water and 
food 
borne. 
Various 


forms of occupational hazards and maladies 
are also attacked. 
Concern for the welfare 


of mother and child is a prominent feature at 
this stage. 
The third stage emphasizes the 


vital part which personal hygiene plays. 
It is 


roughly estimated that 80 per cent of the 
maladies which produce the total death rate 
cannot be directly controlled by the sanitarian. 
He must persuade individuals to conform- to 
the laws of health and to report promptly the 


first sign that anything i? amiss. 


A fourth phase just beginning to emerge 


has to do with economic, social, and mental in- 
fluences. 
Income, 
standard of living, oppor- 


tunities for social intercourse and recreation, 
all'have important relations to individual and 
community health. 
Mental hygiene, which is 


coming to be recognized as « part of public 
health, deals with problems of defects and de- 
linquency in children and criminality in adults, 
with nervous and mental disorders, with the 
classification, treatment, and custodial care of 
the feeble-minded and insane, and related ques- 
tions.
